We are very glad to see one of our civic organizations branch- 
ing out into more activity by beginning a campaign to get local 
brewers to hire colored salesmen or colored help as well as ad- 
vertise in colored papers. It follows the slogan begun some time 
ago—“Don't trade where you can’t work.” 

_ There is no doubt about the fact that the colored population 
consumes a great deal of beer and this fact is proven by a quo- 
tation of a certain night club that three hundred cases of beer 
were sold in one Saturday night. Using that one club as a 
board, the total number of cases of beer consumed by the 
population for all beer places would be tremendous. Local brew- 
ers are growing fat on this consumption and yet they are not 
willing to reciprocate some of the outflow of money from the col- 
ored population by hiring colored salesmen and to advertise in 
There are several companies who float the colored population 
with beer and yet assume all the asininity possible in telling the 
colored men that 


or do business with colored people in some way, 
find each brewer of the city coming around to decent terms. 


Tt stands to reason that if a place ean be picketed, so can a 
product be picketed—the better term is boycotted. Each colored 
citizen, who partakes of beer, should think of the matter. He 
should ask himself how he would feel if he went to the brewer, | 
whose beer he might be ordering, and asked for a job and was 
told in sarcastic terms that the company did not do business with 
colored people nor hire colored help. Most people would feel like | 
and that feeling ought to result in a decision which would 
make the brewer see things differently. The whole colored pop-| 
ulation should take the stand that if a colored man is not good 
enough to work at a brewery or for the brewery, he is not good 
enough to drink the beer of the brewery either. Forty thousand 
colored people of this city taking that stand would tell pretty 
heavily on the business of the brewery.
